I am opposed to passage of S.B. 316 because I believe the Texas 
Legislature should not create any new courts unti1 it remedies the 
discrimination in the current judicial election system. Unfortunately, I am 
not optimistic that the Legislature will act to resolve this problem without 
some pressure on the system. 

The Justice Department's ability to block the creation of new courts 
until the system is brought into compliance with the Voting Rights Act has 
the ability to force the Legislature to respond to the problem. In the 
absence of such pressure, I am afraid the Legislature would continue to try 
to sweep this problem under the rug. The passage of so-called "local" bills 
creating new courts in the context of a discriminatory, immoral system 
could go on endlessly, as lawmakers push forward their local agendas but 
neglect the statewide problem. 

With all due respect to Senator Lucio and to the people of Cameron 
County-for whom I would willingly support the creation of a new court 
in the context of a fair judicial election system-I strongly 
oppose S.B. 316.

REASON FOR VOTE 

Senator Luna submitted the following reason for vote on S.B. 316: 

I oppose creating any new courts as long as we have a discriminatory 
judicial selection process. Our judges do not represent 40 percent of the 
state's people. I have the greatest respect for my esteemed colleague and 
for the people of Cameron County. I agree that the county needs another 
county court to handle the changes that accompany rapid growth. Urban 
counties cannot have any new courts until the legislature develops and 
passes a judicial selection plan that will provide for the election of judges 
by district. Cameron County has a large minority population. Minority 
judicial candidates who run for election in Cameron County do not face 
the same problems that minority candidates face in other counties. 
However, since all counties are part of the same system, it is bad policy 
to create courts in some counties and not in others. 

Texas does not have enough minorities on the bench and the current 
system will not improve representation. In Harris County alone, eight 
minority judges were voted out of office. Harris County's judiciary is 
as white today as it was in the early 1970s. The system must change. The 
only way to force change is to prevent anyone from creating new courts. 
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At Governor Bullock's request, I served on the Judicial Selection 
Committee. We met many times and finally reached a consensus. I did 
not support every single part of the plan but like the other committee 
members, I agreed to support it. This plan would bring about changes in 
the racial and ethnic composition of the state's judiciary. Although some 
members of the minority community oppose S.B. 313, I believe it should 
be passed.

As a State Senator for a majority Hispanic constituency that must work 
within a discriminatory judicial system, passing bills that create new 
courts, without addressing the statewide selection problem, diminishes the 
seriousness of judicial equity. 

I oppose S.B. 316 and S.B. 320 until the Legislature creates a fair 
judicial election system.
